6,> The 3MV Purchasing Office is making a concentrated effort to expedite procure- 
ment for 3KV enterprises which are now hastening to meet the Soviets 1 ' 1950 
quotas , Nine of the SMV* s moat competent purchasing agents have just been 
transferred from the oilfield areas to the Purchasing 0ffice o (2) In the past 
few weeks the Purchasing Office has resumed its former policy of authorising 
representatives of the various SMV installations to purchase directly from the 
supplier as soon as an order has been cleared* Meanwhile, 3MV Headquarters has 
been disbursing all large schilling payments and it is now handling the 3MV*s 
account at Mannesmann-TrauzX LG, and "Chemia” Chemikalien Gcin.boH. At present 
the SMV owes 2,500,000 schillings to Mannesmann-Trauzl and at least 220,000 
schillings to "Chemia" Chemikalien which has threatened to stop deliveries unless 
this debt is cleared*
